2 Planes Down in Sea; 
7 Killed, 12 Missing 


HONOLULU, Nov. 4.—(UP)—Two giant transocean transport 
planes were down in the Pacific today between Hawaii and Calli- 
fornia, with the 23 passengers and crew safely removed from one 
and hope fading for 12 persons missing from aboard the other.

| It does so at the urgent re- 

quest of President Truman, On 
| Oct. 23, the chief executive ad- 
[dressed a message to a joint ses- 

sion of congress warning that the 
'United States must have a for- 
'midable backlog of trained de- 

fenders against possible future ag- 
| gression. 

His recommendations were that 
every boy who is 18, or has fin- 
ished high school, or who has not 
yet reached his 20th birthday, be 
given a year’s training, and then 
placed in a reserve corps for six 
years. The only exceptions would 
be those with “total physical dis- 
qualifications.” 

When the Military Affairs Com- 
| mittee opens hearings Thursday, 
}it will use for its pattern a bill 
| introduced last Jan. 3 by Chair- 
man Andrew J. May, Democrat, 
‘Kentucky. It goes beyond the 
recommendations by 
providing for a year’s service in 


‘Army or Navy. Mr. Truman em- 


phasized that his program was 
neither conscription nor does it 
make a man a soldier or sailor. 
The young men called up, he said, 
would be “civilians in training.” 
Congressional opinion tonight is 
‘that both the May bill and the 
presidential recommendations go 
too far. Congressional elections 
are just a vear away. The nation 
is now at peace, and the people 
are more concerned with getting 
their sons and husbands back into 
civilian life than in training their 
young brothers for future wars. 
Rep. Overton Brooks, Democrat, 
Louisiana, is of the opinion that 
the entire matter should be “pop- 
ularized” before a bill is passed. 
He offers two suggestions to make 
it more palatable to the folks at 
he

trainee given his course in his 
home state, wherever possible, so 
that his family could visit him ahd 
find out whether he is doing all 
right.

MAIL SERVICE TO Gls IN ITALY 
EXPANDED, HANNEGAN ANNOUNCES 


With the approach of Christmas, Postmaster General Robert 
E. Hannegan has announced through local postal authorities 
that expanded parcel post and regular mail service has been 
opened for Italy and the Vatican City. Weight limitations 
have been liberalized and gift parcels will be accepted up to 
11 pounds, but their value must not exceed $25. 

Packages must conform to regulations established by the 
Foreign Economic Administration, and contain only such essen- 
tial items as clothing, shoes, sewing kits, powdered or evap- 
orated milk and soap. 

Strictly ruled out are writing or printed matter, perishable 
foods, tobacco in any form, cigaret lighters or lighter fluids, 
or matches in any form. Senders must clearly indicate the 
contents and value on the customs declarations. Individuals 
may send one parcel each week to the same addressee in Italy. 
Mail for the provinces of Gorizia, Trieste, Pola, Fiume and 
Zara remains restricted to letters weighing not more than two 
ounces and post cards, Gift parcels, however, may be sent 
to the cities of Trieste, Pola and Gorizia, and to the rest of

Meet Gen. Lee 
In Russias Moscow 


I've talked the War Between the States in 
many places. 

In Gen. Dwight Eisenhower's headquarters of 
“SHAEF’’—remember how that word dominated news for so long 
and now is gone—I saw on his desk as we talked the second 
volume of Douglas Freeman's masterful study, ‘“‘Lee’s Lieutenants.” 

Gen. Eisenhower said the strategy of the War Between the 
States long had interested him, particularly the Valley Campaign 
by Stonewall Jackson and Lee's Virginia campaigns, including the 
try at Gettysburg. 

He had read a lot of civil war history, had Gen. Eisenhower, and 


he was greatly intrigued by “Lee’s Lieutenants,” a study in com- | 


mand. 

Gen. Lee greatly was handicapped by losing good subordinates, 
hattle casualties; by stubborn, wilful men, and by incompetents. 
Gen. Eisenhower was having his own problems of command. 

It was remarkable how many of the trained men failed Gen. 
Lee. Yet of all those who went in as commanders, with no previous 
military experience, only two really reached peaks of greatness. 
One of these was Georgia’s John B. Gordon, who became Lee’s 
right arm after Stonewall Jackson’ died of pneumonia, infection 
and shock. 

The other was never in Leé’s direct command. He was Nathan 
Bedford Forrest, the brilliant Tennessee cavalry leader of whom 
Gen. Lee was to say, “My best general, I never met.” 

I was somehow thrilled to see that book on Gen. Eisenhower’s 
desk and to hear him speak of how he had studied the campaigns of 
Jackson and Lee. 

But, somehow, it had never once occurred to me in my wildest 
flight of fancy that I would ever be discussing Gen. Robert E. Lee 
and Stonewall Jackson with a Russian officer in Moscow, Russia. 

But I did it. 

On the last night of the American Society of Newspaper Editors’ 
committee in Moscow last spring, I left a group containing Russia's 
brilliant, but gadfly novelist and columnist, Ilya Ehrenburg and 
the legendary Michale Borodin, of Russia's great Chinese adventure 
in the 20s, and joined one containing the formidable figure of Gen. 
N. A. Talensky, of the Soviet Military College who also was serving 
as a military editom of The Red Star, official newspaper of the 
Red Army. 

He asked some question about Atlanta, and mentioned he had 
read of the Atlanta campaign. I was surprised, but even more so 
when, through interpreters, he told me that the study of Lee and 
Jackson were a part of the Soviet military curriculum and they 
were both greatly admired as being among the really great military 
leaders. He had read Douglas Freeman's first book on “Lee's Lieu- 
tenants,” but had not the second. I promised to send it, and did so 
on my return to Atlanta. 

Perhaps this bit of news will cause the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy to feel quite kindly toward Soviet Russia. 


In my youth I was a great reader of Kipling. I still 


Kipling am, for that matter. 

Name me a greater short story than “Without Benefit of Clergy” 
or “The Man Who Would Be King.” 

Give me a better sports story than “The Calico Cat.” 

Where are better military stories than “Soldiers Three?” 

His poetry has been worn to rags with thousands of declaimers 
who “rendered” “Boots! Boots! Boots!” or “Mary, Pity Women.” 
A million tenors have done great harm to “Road to Mandalay.” 

But there is some great poetry, meeting every requirement of the 
most exacting critics, in his collections. 

And, to get back to mystery stories, have you read “At The End 
of the Passage?” Or others involving that great counterintelligence 
agent, “Strickland?” 

As to novels, well, not a really great one, according to the critics. 
But, I think “Kim” is great and, for entertainment and satire “The 
Light That Failed”’ is good. 

Who else could do it—war stories, really magnificent 
stories, sports stories, mystery, fine poetry, good novels ..,. .? 

Well, anyhow, when I got twice to India 1 kept thinking of 

Kipling. And I find in my notes this: 

“Out of Karachi I went to sleep to wake an hour later and to 
see the scenery exactly what it was before I went to sleep... the 
flat, yellow land . the closely grouped gray and yellow mud 
houses of the small villages... the geometric design of the small, 
green fields ... the clumps of trees standing starkly green out of 
the yellow, sterile land; the flocks of goats and sheep, and the 
eternal haze of dust at the horizon and the rivers, mostly sand.” 

Then there is in the notes, scrawled in a sleepy hand: 

“All this reminds me of a verse from Kipling’s ‘Route Marchin'’: 

‘There's a regiment a-comin’ down the Grand Trunk Road; 

With its best foot first 

And the road a slidin’ past, 

And every bloomin’ campin’ ground exactly like the last.” ”

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November 5th Was 


Day for Fireworks 


This is November Fifth. It is the day on which, 
when I was a youngster in England, we celebrated 
with fireworks. It was the annual day of fire- 

crackers, giant cannon, Roman candles, rockets and all the other 
varieties of pyrotechnics, 

We never indulged in fireworks on Christmas, as was once the 
custom—not so many years ago—in these southern states. In fact, 
I have an idea that Christmas custom still lingers. I never could 
understand the connection. 

Nor, of course, did the fireworks manufacturers in England 
enjov any special sales for July 4th. But, on November 5th, we 
made up for all the year. 

The celebration, you probably know, was in honor of the anni- 
versary of the foiled “Gunpowder Plot,” an attempt, back in 1605, 
to blow up the house of lords with gunpowder. The government 
was fertunately tipped off to the plot in advance and the con- 
spirators were arrested. A big cache of gunpowder was discovered 
in the cellars under the houses of parliament and Guy. Fawkes, 
one of the conspirators,, was caught there, matches in hand, ready 
to start the blast. 


: We kids used to chant an ancient couplet 
Ancient Rhyme about the occasion. “Remember, remember 
the Fifth of November, Gunpowder, Treason and Plot; I see no 
reason why gunpowder treason should ever be forgot.” 

I recall those November Fifth nights when, in the spaces of the 
back garden, we children watched and shouted with excitement as 
the older folks set off the fireworks our father had provided. 

I remember, particularly, one year when, childishly chagrined 
when the show was over, I said something to the effect that father 
should have provided more fireworks. He replied to the effect that 
we had seen plenty and, anyway, it was only sending good money 
up in smoke. And I, impudently precocious, retorted that the same 
was true about the tobacco he smoked. And was properly punished 


for said impudence. 

eee 7a? It was many years later before I discovered 
Religious Origin there was a religious base both for the gun- 
powder plot and for our celebration of the anniversary. A base 
tainted with intolerance. 

It was at the time when the Church of England had achieved 
political ascendancy over the Roman Catholics. Parliament had 
passed laws penalizing the Catholics. 

This fellow Guy Fawkes had, oddly enough, Protestant parents 
and was brought up in that faith. He acquired a stepfather, how- 
ever, named Dionis Baynbrigge, who was a Catholic. And step- 
father persuaded young Fawkes to join the Catholic church. 

Fawkes was a soldier and enlisted in the Spanish army in the 
Netherlands. 

When he returned to England in 1604, he was already involved 
with the group of conspirators who planned to demonstrate their 
resentment at the anti-Catholic laws by blowing up the houses of 
parliament, and as many members of that body as they could, at 
the same time. 

Fawkes took the alias of Johnson and posed as the servant of 
another conspirator. He was provided lodging in a house next door 
to parliament house. From the cellar of this house Fawkes tun- 
neled into the cellar beneath the house of lords and stacked a lot 
of barrels of gunpowder there. He was then given the job of 
firing the mine. 

But the plot was betrayed to a member of the house of lords, 
Lord Monteagle, in an anonymous letter of warning. On Nov. 4, 
the day prior to that set for the crime, the authorities searched 
the cellars, found the casks of gunpowder and found Guy Fawkes 
hidden among. them. He was arrested, tried, executed, together 
with three other conspirators. 


> n For years Nov.-5 was a religious ob- 
Burnt in Effigy servance. The Church of England gave an- 
nual thanks, on that day, for the discovery of the plot and its pre- 
vention. It was not until the reign of Edward VII that the special 
services for the day, in the Prayer Book, were abolished. 

It was customary, by all Protestants, to burn Guy Fawkes in 
effigy every Nov. 5. 

But this Jones kid didn't know anything about the origin of the 
day, nor about religious intolerance, at the time 1 remember sing- 
ing that couplet. 

All I knew was that it was the one day of the year when we 
had lots of fun burning fireworks and generally making a lot of 
noisy explosions.

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Atomic Bomb and the Party Line 


If the British prime minister is coming to the United States to 
ask Mr. Truman to give the atomic bomb to the “security council” 
of UNO, he is coming in vain. Mr. Truman can’t give it, because 
it is not his to give. The atomic bombs on hand, the formulas 
and equipment for their manufacture belong to the American 
people. They were given us by international science, which chose 
to repose this most dangerous of discoveries in the western world. 

Niels Bohr, Lise Meitner, Albert Einstein, Dr. Victor Weiss- 
kopf, Enrico Fermi, Professor James Frank, Dr. Leo Szilard and 
many others, could have chosen to take their brains from Axis 
countries to the Soviet Union. They didn't. They brought them to 
England and America. 


9? Giving the atomic bomb to the security 
Perfect Peace! _ council means giving it to five great powers, 
none of which has been willing to accept any restrictions, or exe ° 
ternal judgments, even if all others are unanimous. Each insists on 
being a law unto itself. Thus, the idea that if the war departments 
of Britain, France, China, the Soviet Union and the United States, 
all have a nice supply of atomic bombs, peace and good will be- 
tween us will be that much nearer is worthy of a meeting of the 
best minds of Bellevue’s wards. Atomic bombs distributed to the 
five corners of the globe would, of course, bring the end of this 
planet nearer. That would, indeed, be perfect peace. 

Given universal possession of the weapon each general staff 
would make the only kind of war plan which any war college 
could make under such circumstances—how to jump a potential 
enemy first. 

Certainly the world has least to fear from powers with repre- 
sentative governments which cannot make undeclared wars. 

There is something sinister in this international scramble after 
the atomic bomb. The fact that the Soviet Union did not have it, 
passed her a wonderful! opportunity for moral leadership—that was 
to issue a call for immediate international abolition, under inter- 
national control, of atomic weapons, and, progressively, of V-weap- 
ons, bombing planes, and inspection and control of other instru- 
ments of warfare which make possible blitz exterminations of 
great population centers inhabited, for the most part, by the prole- 
tariat. 

But no. I do not know whether Mr. Byrnes reads regularly the 
Communist Daily Worker, but if he doesn't, he should. Maybe the 
comintern has been dissolved, but then there is a remarkable 
osmosis of thought between the Communist press from Moscow to 
New York, and from London to Paris and Rome. 

The Communist press bitterly criticizes our handling of the 
atomic bomb. But is it asking for the abolition of atomic warfare? 
Is it promoting a strengthening of UNO through restrictions .on 
the war-making powers of all nations, great and small? Is it 
backing up the scientists’ frantic plea for genuine world-wide 
prohibition and inspection of uranium mines and laboratories and 
the diversion of atomic science to experiments in its constructive 
use? Is it applauding Einstein's plea? Not at all. 

Those who want to strengthen UNO by a new international 
law to which all nations must be subject and by a genuine inter- 
national police to enforce that law are accused of trying to destroy 
the peace. 

As in 1942 and °43 the Communist world press was crying in 
repetitive claque for a second front in Europe, regardless of the

men said, 60,000 CIO members

After a demonstration for the 
strikers yesterday on the court- 
house lawn, the 300 delegates to- 
day adopted a resolution indors- 
ing the walk-out and urging the 
strikers to remain out until they 
had secured a contract. 

The council also raised $162 
through personal contributions of 
delegates to add to the strike 
fund. 

Council officials said the War 
Labor Board had ordered a con- 
tract signed and the issue’ was 
whether the company would 
comply.

The delegates re-elected council 
officers, headed by President

CITY JAIL: We inspected all ‘cell 
blocks and each section of the jail and 
found that considerable work had been 
done very recently, such as cleaning of 
floors, walls, etc. Apparently there is 
marked improvement since the inspection 
made by the July-August Grand Jury 
on August 19, 1945, and this improvement 
seems to be due to a change in some 
ersonnel and a united effort to do a 
Petter job. However, the cleanliness of 
the mattresses and bedding could be im- 
proved. 

The gymnasium, not in use, was very 
dirty and had been allowed to run down 
considerably. We recommend that these 
quarters be cleaned up, painted, fullv 
equipped and made available to all of- 
fic 


by the Navy were clean, well 
painted and everything was in order. 

We recommend that all quarters, in- 
cluding floors, walls, ceilings and stair- 
ways be painted 

We were informed that there is no 
kitchen in the building and that all 
food for prisoners was prepared at the 
City Stockade and transported in metal 
containers. We recommend that equip- 
ment be installed so that hot food may 
be served. 

New and old offenders are not sepa- 
rated. there being no attempt made to 
segregate the prisoners. We recommend 
that some plan be worked out where 
first offenders are kept separate from 
hardened criminals. 


COUNTY JAIL: In our inspection of 
the County Jail. we found that: 

The kitchen is using old and inferior 
equipment and that while the table tops 
and inside of cooking utensils were 
clean, the kitchen was very dirty. We 
recommend that new equipment be in- 
stailed and that the entire kitchen be 
cleaned, painted and that more super- 
'vision be given to assure a higher de- 
‘gree of proper maintenance. 


| The very efficient laundry with two 
}employes using eight prisoners does all 
| the laundry for 22 County and charitable 
| organizations. The tin shop has two em- 
|ployees who. with the help of prisoners, 
|do a variety of metal work. 

| We recommend that these men be as- 
signed duties in the general maintenance 
‘of the jail when not engaged in the 
shop, 

Much of the equipment used for wash- 
ing dishes and sterilizing equipment is 
very old and badly rusted. We recom- 
‘mend that new and modern equipment 
be installed and that the department be 
thoroughly cleaned and painted. : 
We found the conditions in the men's 
| cell blocks only tolerable. Mattresses and 
‘bedding were dirty; the latrines and 
‘showers in many cases need a thorough 
cleaning. 

We recommend a careful inspection of 
all cell blocks so that the conditions can 
|be corrected. The inspection should be 
‘be followed up regularly. 
| The cell block which confined mental 
|ecases, represented a serious condition. 
We recommend that the jailing of men- 
‘tal cases be discontinued and that these 
leases be sent to the proper institution 
'where they will receive adequate care, 
| The women’s section was well kept 
jane in orderly condition. 

The quantity and quality of the pris- 
|oners’ food seemed to be adequate. 
| We recommend that more efficient su- 
pervision and management be exercised 
in the men’s section of the County Jail. 

INDUSTRIAL FARM: In investigating 
the organization of the Industrial Farm. 
we found J. Waits. Superintendent. a 
very good farm manager with an out- 
standing faculty of handling his men. 
The boys show good discipline. There 
are fourteen guards, some over 65 years 
of age. One employee is 76 vears of age. 

We recommend that an assistant super- 


|intendent be employed to fill the present | 


| Vacancy. He should have knowledge and 


‘understanding of reform school problems | 


|and ability to direct vocational education 
lin addition to farming. 

We recommend that a parole officer 
trained and experienced in social work 
of this kind be employed to fill a va- 
cancy and an efficient follow-up of boys 
paroled should be established. 

We recommend that all guards over 
65 years of age be retired and replaced 
with experienced men of good character, 
preferably ex-service men. 

A man to relieve the carpenter and 
his helpers who apparently are assigned 
to other work should be employed so 
that the carpenter can attend to the 
repair of all buildings. 

Buildings and Quarters. 
building with interior of wood houses 
the 140 boys. The dormitories are on 
the second floor. We found the screens 
and windows in bad condition. Blankets 
and sheets are badly torn and dirty: la- 
trines and bathtubs were dirty. Flies 
swarmed over the plates in the dining 
room; porcelain cups were badly broken 
—a hazard to health. Though the build- 
ing was said to have been painted about 
two years ago, there is no evidence of 
| washing and cleaning the woodwork and 
walls. Stock barns and other outbuild- 
ings are in bad repair and need paiht. 

We recommend that screens and win- 
dows be installed and plaster patched 
where needed, and that all electric wir- 
ing be checked to eliminate hazards, all 
blankets and sheets be repaired or re- 
pone. More thorough supervision should 
e given to the cleaning of latrines, and 
the living quarters. Porcelain cups should 
be replaced, preferably with aluminum 
ones. Interior of living quarters should 
be painted. The carpenter and his help- 
ers should be supplied with lumber and 
necessary materials to completely repair 
all buildings. and paint same. 


well nourished although the quality of 
the food should be improved. Their wear- 
ing apparel appeared to be in good con- 
ditions We had no reports of mistreat- 
ment. All boys, with few exceptions, are 
used on the farm and there is no vo- 
cational training in other fields. 

e recommend that a program be es- 
tablished which would provide for more 
education and character building. We 
believe that some commercial trades 
/should be taught so as to equip the boys 
| for gainful employment when released. 

The existing records and reports may 
ak ee an adequate accounting svstem 

ut we recommend that a modern ac- 
counting system be installed and the 
| necessary uipment be secured. 

Cost. It is difficult to determine the 
‘financial status of this institution. The 
| 1944 report shows produce raised on the 
_ farm, work performed for other depart- 
ments and other reciprocal arrangements 
| together with local sales of various com- 
'modities. The actual expense of opreat- 
'ing the farm for 1944 was $72,317: 1945 
| budget is $79,089. 
| We recommend that the reciprocal val- 
uations be kept separate from the cash 
| transactions and an actual report be pre- 
| pared on this basis. 
| We further recommend that the State 
of Georgia take over this organization 
;and operate on the same basis as the 
white institution for boys at Milledge- 
‘ville. This would provide facilities for 
_all counties in Georgia which are badly 
| needed. 


| TRAINING SCHOOL FOR GIRLS: Our 
observation is that Miss A. Arnold, Su- 
| perintendent, and her staff have a verv 
‘efficient organization. We understand 
that each House Mother is on duty 24 
-hours a day with one-half day off each 
iweek. Some of the staff are much over 
65 years of age. 


| We recommend that sufficient person- 
‘nel for each department be employed 
‘so that a normal work week may be 
established. Employees over 65 years of 
age should be retired and replaced with 
trained workers. The position of typing 
instructor should be filed. We further 
recommend that a bookkeeping and 
ete mage gd instructor be added to the 
faculty and space provided for that class. 

Buildings. We carefully inspected all 
buildings and recommend: 

A planned program for complete repair 
and painting of all buildings; the com- 
pletion of arrangements for the assem- 
bly hall. More Schoolrooms should be 
provided, so that classes can be divided. 
Children from 10 to 19 years of age are 
now in one classroom at the same time. 
The heat in the receiving cottage should 
be regulated to provide uniform tem- 
perature. 

Care and Training. The 110 girls live 
in three buildings, each building having 
complete sleeping quarters, dining room, 
kitchen, reception and classrooms. Sani- 
tary conditions were very good: the 
preparation and quality of the food sat- 
isfactory. There is a good training pro- 
gram and adequate recreation.

JUVENILE COURT: In our investiga- 
tion of the organization of the Juvenile 
Court, we found Judge G. M. Watkins 
and his staff very capable and resource: 
ful. 

We recommend that the salary scale 
for Senior Supervisors and Parole Of- 
ficers be increased ten per cent or in 
line with salary scale in the adult pro- 
bation office. 

We found the offices, playrooms, dor- 
mitories, kitchen and dining rooms clean 
and in good condition, but feel that the 
lack of play space in open-air quarters 
represents a hazard to the _ children’s 
health 

We recommend that the roof of the 
Juvenile Home be converted into a play- 
ground with appropriate equipment in- 
stalled. 

The method of purchasing materials 
and food seems to be very satisfactory. 
The evening meal was being served at 
the time of our visit. The food was 
well prepared, clean and should be ade- 
quate for the duration of the children’s 
confinement. 

We recommend that arrangements be 
made to secure the majority of the food 
from the Industrial Farm instead of 
making small purchases from a local 
dealer. 

The records and reports appeared to 
be adequate for all practical purposes 
and should furnish all information 


nee : 

We find that child neglect and child 
| delinquency in Atlanta represents an av- 
/erage as compared to other cities of the 
|same size. 

The organization is set up to employ 
‘a total of 32, but there are only 26 em- 
| ployed now. In order that the good work 
'performed by this Department be ex- 
| panded, we recommend that all vacancies 
ibe filled. 

| We understand that two of the nine 
| parole officers are over 65 years of age, 
‘one being 82; and we recommend that 
ithese employes be retired and replaced 
| with college men having had training in 
this field. 

The total expense for 1945 was $66,000, 
which appears to be reasonable. The av- 
erage annual increase since 1940 is 6.4 
per cent, which favorably compares with 
the trend of other business. 


PROBATION OFFICE: We were very 
favorably impressed with the efficient 
manner in which the Fulton County Pro- 
bation Office is aperated, although with 
|limited facilities and critical shortage of 
|probation officers and other personnel. 
| It*is our opinion that pages of rec- 
ommendations could be written on this 
department. However, we do not deem 
|it necessary, as a six-page report was 
|prepared by Judge A. L. Etheridge for 
ithe 1945 July Term of Fulton County 
|Grand Jury together with charts and 
comparative figures which represents a 
ivery complete report. 
| In addition to this report, Mr. G. Al- 
‘len Maddox prepared a thirteen-page re- 
port which further explains the activities 
|of this department. All of these reports 
|have been reviewed by our committee, 
jand it is our recommendation that these 
|reports be put into active use. 

We further recommend that additional 
office space be provided without delay 
and that the number of qualified per- 
sonnel in all branches of these depart- 
ments be brought up to a national 


standard. 
EDUCATION 

SCHOOLS: We have made a careful 
inspection of approximately half the 
schools in Fulton County and give you 
a few brief notes of our findings in a 
cross-section of the schools visited: 

Center Hill School. Sanitary conditions 
bad. Dry toilets in girls’ and boys’ rest 
rooms. Very offensive odor. Cafeteria 
in basement very small and inadequate, 
poorly kept. Rooms and hallways poorly 
‘lighted. Need of larger library. Grounds 
/poorly kept; boy bitten by snake, weeds 
|were so high he couldn't. see. Janitor 
|service very bad. 
| Evan P. Howell School. Dirty hallways. 
| Poor lighting. Very much overcrowded, 
especially in some grades where teachers 
‘admitted all they could do was to keep 
order. Impossible to properly teach 
classes. Also fourth and fifth grades 
doubled up. Bad condition. 

E. Rivers School. Terribly overcrowd- 


toilet opens into hallway leading into 
cafeteria. Door should be placed in an- 
other position to afford more privacy 

Hapevilie High Schoo!. Walls disfigured 
by marks. Inside badly in need of paint- 
ing. Boys’ and girls’ rest rooms poorly 
kept.

ELEEMOSYNARY 

Aims House. We visited the Alms 
House unannounced. This institution and 
its business is being conducted 
efficient and proper manner. Mrs. Boyn- 
ton, Superintendent, is to be commended 
for the efficient manner in which the 
institution is being managed. 

We recommend that much needed re- 
pair in the men’s toilet be made. At 
one end of this room, the building ap- 
pears to be sinking, evidently due to rot- 
ting sills. This condition should be cor- 
rected. 

There are other minor repairs needed 
which were brought to our attention, 
| such as broken window panes, a leak 
in the roof in the white kitchen, a leak 
|in the roof in the colored building, bro- 
'ken plastering in several places, the tile 
| hearth in front of the fireplace in the 
,office, and check for a leak and repair 
|plastering in the office. 
| The screening is in need of repair in 
| Several places in both buildings. This 
|committee was informed that this work 
is in progress at the present time. 
| We suggest that this institution offers 
|@ splendid Opportunity to some local or- 
ganization to furnish clothing to some 
of the patients at this institution. 

HEALTH, SANITATION AND 
RECREATION 

| HOSPITALS: Our investigation of the 
|Ooperation of Grady Hospital indicated 
| that conditions are extremely crowded. 
.and a large number of the buildings are 
Old and practically worn out and consti- 
‘tute very dangerous fire hazards. It ap- 
pears that the management is efficient 
and is doing as good a job as could be 
done with the existing buildings and 
facilities. The City and the County are 
badly in need of increased, modern hos- 
pital facilities. 


CONVALESCENT AND NURSING 
HOMES: There are several convalescent 
and ae homes located mostly in the 
City of Atlanta, where the facilities and 
the operating plants are entirely inef- 
ficient, unsanitary and inadequate. on 
some places. we found a8 many as five 
patients occupying beds in the ordinary 
sized room. Places of this type charge 
the individual patient, as well as County 
patients, as low as $1 per day. It would 
not appear possible for a convalescent 
home to operate on a sanitary and effi- 
cient basis at any such rate. Standards 
for operation of these homes should be 
sufficiently high to guarantee adequate 
sanitation, a reasOnable amount of nurs- 
ing care, and the elimination of crowded 
conditions. We recommend that both the 
City and the County institute programs 
of securing and operating homes that 
will adequately care for such patients. 

TUBERCULAR PATIENTS: Our inves- 
tigation reveals that there are no facili- 
ties available either in the City or the 
County for hospitalization and care of 
patients in the latter stages of tubercu- 
losis. The City Tubercular Sanitarium 
has no facilities for such purposes, and 
none of the privately owned and oper-

CITY AND COUNTY HEALTH DE- 
PARTMENTS: We find that both of 
these departments are operating effi- 
ciently, subject to the existing manpow- 
er shortage. We commend the clinic 
and nursing program operating under the 
County Health Department for the pur- 
pose of giving reasonable medical care

Soci We commend the mobile dental 
units of the County, this being one of 
the newer additions of th 
rogram. It should serve to 
mprove the health of the children 
| the rural areas. 

ARKS We find the City parks oper- 
ating efficiently under the existing man- 
power shortage conditions. The County 
has a number of parks throughout the 
County area, the principal ones being 
North Fulton, Adams, Boulder and Dixie 
Lakes. 

The standard of cleanliness in the 
County parks is considerably below that 
maintained by the City in its parks. Con- 
ditions are particularly deplorable at the 
Dixie Lakes Park. The grills, tables and 
walkways are not maintained, nor is 
there any evidence of their ever being 
cleaned up. If prominent signs were 
placed on the Roosevelt Highway, indi- 
cating the location of this park. and if 
the park were properly maintained, it 
would undoubtedly become one oO the 
most popular parks in the County.

The park police at all parks should be 
placed under the jurisdiction of the Po- 
lice Department of the County, rather 
than being under the jurisdiction of the 
Parks Department, as at present. 

At all parks, windows in the_ rest 
rooms and other buildings should be 
replaced with shutters wherever possi- 
ible, so as to eliminate the constan{ re- 
placing of glass due to vandalism, — 

Mr. Claude Mills, the present superin- 

tendent of parks, advises that he will 
retire next year. We strongly recom- 
mend the employment of a trained park 
his successor. 
It appears that the community house 
‘built by the County in the park area 
at Garden Hills is being operated under 
ithe sole jurisdiction of the Garden Hills 
|'Woman’s Club and the Garden Hills 
‘Civic League. This would appedr to be 
leontrary to the proper operation of any 
'County-owned property. One justifica- 
tion for this procedure seems fo be that 
a portion of the eauipment in this build- 
ing is owned by these private organiza- 
tions.

RECORDS AND REVENU 

JUSTICES OF THE

majority of cases, the records are suffi- 
ciently complete to show the nature and 
disposition of the cases handled. Others, 
however, were not so clear; but in most 
cases, the Justices concerned were able 
to supplement the information revealed 
by the dockets. 

Costs are not uniform in all cases, Dut 
|apparently none exceeded the schedule 
'provided in the Code. Attention has 
been called many times to the fact that 
the schedule printed in the docket Is not 
in accordance with the present statutes 
| with regard to costs. 
| We did not examine the dockets of

Justice Bernard L. Chappell sent his

vious recommendations which have not

TAX COLLECTOR. The books

considerable additional revenue. 

TA RECEIVER. The records of the 
Tax Receiver were found to be in good 
shape. We feel that this office is grad- 
ually improving its efficiency in an ef- 
fort to render the taxpayers of the coun- 
ty a better service. 

ORDINARY’'S OFFICE. The, books 
records and indices of the Ordinary's of- 
fice were found to be in good shape. 
We believe that this office is conscien- 
tiously endeavoring to render prompt and 
efficient service to the public. The pho- 
tostat machine recently installed by that 
office has apparently contributed much 
to that end. 

CLERK SUPERIOR COURT. We fee! 
in this of- 
fice are in good condition. Records of 
that office, with the exception of deeds, 
are recorded by photostat. his installa- 
tion has enabled the office to expedite 
render a more efficient service to the 
public. 

TAX ASSESSORS. We feel that the 
records of this office are being steadily 
improved. Apparentiy, inconsistencies in 
assessments previously criticized by the 
Grand Jury have been eliminated to 
some extent. The Assessors are devot- 
ing much time to the preparation of 
field books relating to property outside 
the corporate limits of Atlanta and hope 
to have this work completed within an- 
other year. This record has enabled 
Assessors to materially increase the num- 
ber of returns, and if properly main- 
tdined when completed wil! produce 
much additional revenue for the County 
Treasury. The books and records of this 
office were found to be in good con- 
| dition. 


| FINANCES. As shown by the audit of | 


Resspess & Resspess as of December 31, 
1944, the financial affairs of the County 
|are in good condition as evidenced by a 
cash surplus of $1,004,323.88 on that date. 
We feel that the various offices of our 
County Government referred to above 
should be encouraged by the County 
Commissioners to adopt or install mod- 
|ern records and equipment which will 
|have the effect of improving the records 
of the respective offices and the service 
'to our citizens whom these officials 
| serve. 

As a result of our Investigations. we

ed in a sealed envelope after the list

CIVIL SERVICE. We believe that 
/commendable progress has been made to- 
ward efficient and economical operation 
of the County Government since Civil 
Service was inaugurated. We are disap- 
pointed, however. to find so many in- 
stances where officials and employees 
alike appear to be giving merely “li 
service’ to the plan. Cases in whic 
Appointing Authorities have made ap- 
pointments to fill temporary vacancies 
in the classified service without com- 
Dlying with the law indicate that de- 
partment heads and others are not é¢n- 
tirely familiar with the provisions of the 
Act or the rules and regulations govern- 
'ing its operation. We believe that all 
_ officials, department heads and person- 
nel operating under Civil Service should 
cooperate fully with the Fulton County 
Civil Service Board. To that end. they 
should familiarize themselves with the 
/law and the rules and regulations and 
support not only the letter of the law 
but the spirit. 

We recommend that the Special Citi- 
zens Committee appointed by us make 
a thorough investigation of the opera- 
tion of Civil Service in this County se 
that we may have efficient and econom- 
ical service entirely free of political 
interference. 

CITIZENS COMMITTEE 

We repeat the Special Presentment 
which we made on October 26. 1945, to- 
wit: 

The Special Citizens Committee. ap- 
potnted by the July-August 1945 Term 
ulton Superior Court, in their Special 
Presentment of August 30th. 1945. was 
endorsed at the first meeting of this 
_Grand Jury. We have cooperated with 
and have received the full cooperation 
of said Special Committee. During our 
period of service through committees, 
we have maintained a close contact with 
the said Special Committee. . 

The Special Committee on October 23, 
1945, appeared before us in a body and 
submitted a written report which show- 
ed completion of two projects and spe- 
cific and enlightening progress on many 
other matters It is our feeling that the 
work of this Special Committee will be 
of incalculable benefit to the citizens of 
Fulton County and we are imovressed 
with the thoroughness with which they 
pave handied and are handling their 

ASKS 

Because of the time element and othe 
er limitations, it is impossible for any 
pane of Grand Jurors to conduct the ex- 
haustive investigations necessary: and we 
believe that the Special Citizens Com- 
mittee is an instrumentality which should 
be continued through the months of No-« 
vember and December, 19845, so work 
which is in progress can be concluded. 
In order that this be done. and as a re- 
sult of our own findings, we believe 
that the public interest requires the set- 
ting up of a legally constituted body 
fully authorized by law to act in this 
connection. 

Therefore. we, the Grand Jury. legal- 
ly empanelled and serving as such at 
the September-October Term. 1945, in 
Fulton Superior Court pursuant to au- 
thority conferred upon us by law. and 
particularly acting under Sections 841. 
842 and 843 of the Penal Code of 1910 
of the State of Georgia (Georgia Code 
1933, 59-310, 59-311, 50-312). do as our 
official act. name. designate and ap- 
point as members of a committee of cit- 
izens. as therein provided. the following 
persons;

We confer upon said Committee full 
and complete authority to do and to 
perform all duties and each and every

Said Committee is authorized and di- 
rected to confer with and report to the 
November-December. 1945. Term of the 
Grand Jury of Fulton County and to 

confer with the Commissioners of Roads 
and Revenues of Fulton County. partice 
ularly regarding the affairs of the Pub- 
lic Works Department. 

Said Committee is further empowered 
and directed to proceed to conduct in- 
vestigations concerning al] those things 
which, under the laws above referred 
to, it is authorized to inquire, to hold 
hearings, public or private or both. as 
and when it deems proper; to subpoena 
witnesses and to examine them under 
Oath; to require the production before

We bespeak for the Committee 
full cooperation of the citizens of Ful- 
ton County, the executives and person- 
nel of the County Government. Mat- 
ters relating to the welfare, economy and 
efficient operation of the County Gov- 
ernment should be discussed with the 
Special Committee and the Committee 
should have the full support of every 
citizen of Fulton County to the end that 
the Committee’s final report will be com- 
plete in every respect. 

We feel that to date the Committee 
has been most generous in the time and 
thought which they have given to their 
task. We urg the Judges of Fulton 
Superior Court to cooperate with the 
Committee by approving their petitions 
for reasonable compensation. It is rec- 
ommended that their reasonable re- 
quests for compensation for the period 
| ending October 31, 1945. be granted and 
suggest that upon submission of their 
petitions for compensation at the end 
of November that reasonable compen- 
sation for the interim period be granted 
and that final compensation be grant- 
ed at the conclusion of their service. 
We are convinced that whatever compen- 
_Sation is allowed members of the Com- 
mittee is fully justified and is in the 
public interest. When the work of the 
Special Committee has been completed, 
we feel that there will be a geheral 
agreement as to the great value of the 
conclusions to citizens and taxpayers of 
Fulton County, i 

The foregoing action is taken to helb 
the succeeding Grand Jury whose time 
will undoubtedly be as fully engaged as 
was ours with routine matters. thus pre- 
venting such a detailed and continuing 

investigation of County affairs as is need- 
ed. With said objective in mind. we re- 
peat our charge to the Citizens Commit- 
tee that it act in fullest cooperation 
with and report to the November-De- 
cember Grand Jury. 

We wish to express to Solicitor An- 
drews, his assistants and other Court 
officers our appreciation for the consid- 
eration and uniform courtesy with which 
they have assisted us in all of our de- 
liberations.
